the government, including the suspension of Dominion 
notes in gold— 

“The House is of the opinion that it is expedient to 
again suspend redemption of Dominion notes in gold in 
order that 

“(a) Commodity price levels may be raised, thus, in¬ 
creasing the purchasing power of those engaged in agri¬ 
culture, mining, forestry, fishing and other primary indus¬ 
tries and in this way promoting a corresponding increase 
in the volume of employment; „ 

"(b) That the burden of public and private debts and 
the interest thereon may be lightened; 

“(c) That the amount of currency and credit available 
for the purpose of trade and commerce within the coun- 
try may be increased. 

“(d) That through the increased volume of trade thus 
secured there might result larger revenues without any 
increase in the rate of taxation. 

“Jn advocating this amendment, Mr. Garland held that 
Canada should take the lead in abandoning the gold stand 
ard. It was contended that monetary reform was essen¬ 
tial to trade revival, and that the present system made 
Canada ‘the tail of the U.S. dog’.” * 

Altogether the reasons advanced for the abandonment 
of the gold standard by Canada, were similar to those 
which led Britain to suspend redemption of the pound ster 
ling with gold. But it is interesting to remember that the 
Progressives’ amendment was snowed under in Parlia¬ 
ment by a vote of 165 to 15. 

Since Britain suspended the gold standard, Norway. 
Sweden, Egypt, India and Denmark have followed suit. 
Australia and South American countries had already tak¬ 
en the step. It appears that United States and France 
may soon be alone in their allegiance to gold. 

It will be interesting to note within the next few 
months, whether or not the results hoped for by the Pro¬ 
gressives of Canada, will be realized.

“Here is no mere reshuffle of the cards, but the rending 
of life-long loyalties. These two have been comrades and 
contemporaries. Together they began careers, together 
achieved success. It is a tragedy indeed, that, of such an 
association, this estrangement should be the end. 

“Both men have been mystics first, and only politicians 
ns an expression of their mysticism. Henderson enrolled 
himself as an officer in the Salvation Army, and emerged 
a Methodist local preacher which he continues to be to this 
day. MacDonuld married an outspoken evangelical, and 
brooded over the sombre glories of Presbyterian psalmody 

“MacDonald was the idealist; a theologian and econo¬ 
mist, he absorbed John Knox and Karl Marx side by side. 
His was a specibus internationalism and his friends wert 
of France, of Germany, of Belgium and Sweden. He col¬ 
lected intellectuals like a connoisseur, and travelled to the 
ends of the earth. 

“Henderson on the other hand, was the practical man, 
and his college was the municipality. If the workers 
called him “Uncle Arthur,” it was not only because of his 
rectitude, it was because he was one of themselves and 
did not want to be anything else. His abilities developed 
he has worn a silk hat. But within his class he has not 
changed. - , 

“In 1908, it was Henderson, steady, solid, companionable 
who was elected leader of the Labor party in the House 
of Commons, and MacDonald, the Socialist • intellectual, 
who was second in command. In the strictly industrial 
field, that relative relationship has continued to this day. 

“It had been darkly hinted that MacDonald’s tweeds 
were taking on a ducal touch, that his airplane flights to 
Lassiemouth were not becoming in a Labor leader. These 
were the trifling bits of gossip which influenced the small 
town mind, so that when the test came, Henderson stood 
with the entire rank and file of Labor solidly at his back, 
while MacDonald joined the select company of those who 
are applauded as heroes only by their foes. 

“There have been many precedents in English history, 
similar to the present Parliamentary situation. 

“Thomas Wentworth, the Puritan friend of John Hamp¬ 
den, advocated the Declaration of Rights, yet turned Cav¬ 
alier and was beheaded as Earl of Stafford.

ng qualities. Through this method of bulk shipment, many 
nen normally employed in apple packing in B. C. are 
hrown out of employment, and the buying public is get- 
ing a less desirable apple. 

If however, the situation meant that a corresponding 
lumber of workers in Alberta were given employment by 
he Alberta wholesalers in packing the fruit, this might 
orin an argument for the present methods. But so far as 
•an lie learned, no great amount of additional labor has 
>een provided. Then who gets the benefit of the profit 
>om the bulk shipments? That is the question of import - 
ince to apple buyers as well as to those with all the idle 
machinery in B.C. Is it going to Canadian people or is.it 
roing to make rich firms richer? * , 

It is doubtful if the bulk shipments can be popular with 
he retail merchant whose business depends on his selling 
v good quality of fruit. They can scarcely be popular 
vith consumers who want to be assured of good-keeping 
ipples, such as those packed by expert workmen and ma¬ 
chinery. And the big concern of the public is who is bene-, 
fitting by this new method of distribution.

HUTS WAKE 

Five Cent Bonne, Though Well In¬ 
tended, Does Not bring Balm to 
All ‘Alike 

While many fanners of this district 
are finding the five cent bonus a very 
real relief, in covering most of thresh 
ing costs, or in Ailing up some gaping 
holes in the cost of living, yet it is 
evident that it is not working out as 
a uniform type of relief for all far¬ 
mers. 

No doubt it was intended as gener¬ 
al relief and its deAciencies are all 
the more regrettable. 

For example, the man who is hail¬ 
ed out, or dried out or blown out or 
grasshopper-infested, may be just as 
good a farmer as the man getting 35 
bushels to the acre. Yet he collects 
no bonus, and is in far more acute 
need. He has nothing for his sea¬ 
son’s labor, and if he has to secure 
some other type of relief, in many in¬ 
stances it involves a lien, or other ob¬ 
ligation to pay of at future date. 
There is scarcely any other relief 
which is a free unattached gift. To 
be sure, in what are known as the 
“drought stricken areas” there is 
special relief afforded. But in dis¬ 
tricts not far from here, whicj) are 
not labelled drought stricken, there 
are many, instances of crop failures 
or losses through no fault of the far¬ 
mers. Will these men get any relief 
commensurate with the Ave cent bon¬ 
us of their more fortunate neighbor 
who has a crop. It 

There are differences of opinion al¬ 
so on the justice of giving the bonus 
to the actual grower of the grain on¬ 
ly. No doubt when this was decided 
upon, the many absentee landlords of 
this country were in the minds of the 
legislators. Certainly there seems no 
reason why a landlord in United 
States or far parts of Canada should 
beneAt by the Government gift. The 
bonus was intended as relief to the 
man most in need of relief. 

In some instances however, the own 
er seems entitled to a share of the 
bonus. He may himself be past the 
age of actual physical labor but it is 
his farming experience and supervis¬ 
ion and the methods learned from his 
year’s of practical experience, that 
cakes the land a rich producer. It 
may .be his knowledge and his capital 
which go into the operation, yet he 
receives no share in this little bit of 
velvet. * - 

The Ave cent bonus was designed 
for the purpose of bringing relief to 
men on t.he land, and while it has 
been most welcome to many needy 
farms, it has failed to cover the situ¬ 
ation in a uniform way. It is a wel¬ 
come gift to. the areas of bumper 
crops, but to those who have light 
crops or have lost their crops, it is a 
tantalizing law.
